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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 9-10, 18-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 9 lacks antecedent for any "connection rod". 

Claims 18, 19, 21 lack antecedent for "the put-away position 55 . 

Claim 20 is vague. How does the stack direction claimed result in a clearly claimed final 
structure? How does this stacked direction relate to the claim to the central roof part 
being lowermost? 

Claim 22 is apparently mistranslated. There is no isochronous or same color aspect to 
this invention. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the front roof uppermost, claim 19, 
and the stack direction of claim 20, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
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should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-8, 11-17 are allowed. 

5. Claims 9-10, 18-19, 22 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 20-21 are not understood as stated above and cannot be evaluated upon art until 
such time as the claims are clarified. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The examiner waives the necessity of a translation of the foreign priority documents (MPEP 
201.05) in order to overcome the patents to Reinsch as the necessary details to an adjusting drive 
for adjusting the front and rear roof parts being provided on the central roof part is clearly 
illustrated in the German priority document 102 15 663.8, dated April 9, 2002, prior to the filing 
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date of the Reinsch patents, filed October 11, 2002 and October 15, 2002. As such a translation 
is seen to be an unnecessary expense for applicant as the Reinsch patents do not form a valid 
reference against the claims of applicant.
